About this time: there were many c- 
minent-men-railed tip who were : accoumted Fathers. of the 7 Proteffant 
Church, as Zuing/lins, Oecolempadins, Melantton, and: Martin Luther. 
Chis Martin Luther was a German born, and being oppreſſed with the 
opiſh Idolatry, began to preach againſt the Aurhoruy of the Pope, 
and to bring in a reformation - of Religien 3 for.teptctiing of whom 
the Council of Treyt was called by Pope Pan/therbird inthe year 1542 
which Council continued-'abour forty: years. to no: purpoſe, for. they 
made {0 many; Decrees,: which cauſed- a :great confulton amongſt the 
Papiſts themſelves. Ic is: recorded of Luther, that he ſhined in the 
Ehurch as a bright Star after a long Cloudy. and Obſcure Skiez he 
preached exprefly, thar- Sins are' freely remitted for the love of the 
Son of God, and. that we..ought abfully :to imbrace. this:bounriful 
git. Theſc good beginnings got -him-great authority, : eſpecially, (ce- 
ing his life alſo was correſpondent to fl profeſſion, rhe conſideration 
whereof took place in the hearts of his Hearers, ſome of which were 
rſons of note, theſe things and his preaching againſt Indulgences and 
ardons ſticking in the - Pepe. Stomack, he. put forth. a, new Edi& 
wherein he . declared this ,to be the 'Catholik Doarine. of. the.holy 
Mother Church of Reme,;Prince of all: other; Churches. - That / Biſhops 
of Rome, which are; Sutceſſors of | Peter, and: Viccars of Chriſt, have 
this Power and authority given to releaſe and diſtence, alſo to grant 
Indulgences available both for the Living, and for the Dead tying in the 
pains of Purgatory ; , and this Dottrine he charged to be received of all 
faithful Chriftian men under. pain of . the great Curſe and utter Separation 
from all holy Church. '\Whereupon Lather's Books were condeinned as 
Heretical,-and the Popes Legar cauſed them to be burnt, which Martin 
Luther hearing of, . got a Company together at Wittenberge, and mak- 
ing a Fire, burnt the Popes Decrees and Bull then lately ſent out a- 
cainſt him ; for which the Pope. accurſt him at Rome: afterwards he 
was ſent for by the Emperour to Wormes, who though. he was:much 
perſwaded not to go, ſaid, As.touching me fince'T am ſent for, 'T am re- 
ſolved and certainly intend to enter Wormes in the Name of our Lord Je- 
fus Chrif, and did appear ; who according to a promile made by the | 
Emperour, was” ſafe conduQted thither, and home again : before the | 
Emperour he ſaid, I can affirm no other thing.but only this, that 1 
have taught hicherto in ſimplicity of mind that which I have thought 
to tend-to Gods Glory; being asked, whether he owned theſe Books 
publiſhed in his name, he ſaid, they were his Books: but he could | 
not ſubmur his Books to the Judgments of men, which he bad _ 
c

cd by the Authority of Scripture, unleſs they could prove by the Scrip- 
rurc che contrary 3 profeſſing, that except they could convince him by 
Teſtimonies of the Scriptures, ( for he did not believe the Pope, nor 
their general Councils, which have erred many times, and baye con- 
tradifted rhemſelves) he could not ſubmit to their Judgment. | 

This oppoſttion made by Luther, much troubled the Pope, eſpecial- 


ly ſeeing the Followers of Lyther to encreaſe, and rherefore he earncſt- 


ly deſired ſome ey Remedy againſt the ſame, and to that end ſent 
to the Garman Princes to move them thereunto ; but the German 
Princes, inſtead of putting the Apoſtolick ſentence in execution againſt 
Luther and his Followers, exhibired at the Councel of Norenberge 200 
Grievances and Oppreſlions againſt the Court of Rome, as forbidding 
Marriage to ſome, forbiding Meats, times of Marriages reſtrained, 
and after releaſed again for-money, ſelling remiſſion of ftns for money, 
the licentious Life of the Prieſts, and their great number of Holy daies, 
and ſuch like other things, which would be too much to Mention. 
' This Martin Luther continued, notwithſtanding all the oppoſition 
_ againſt him, twenty nine year a preacher, and at laſt dyed in peace in - 
his own Country. | Shots } | 

But there continued great Diſputations and Reformation in. divers 
parts of Europe, aboliſhing the Maſs, and all Images and fooliſh :Cerc- 
monies, making Decrees againſt them, that they ſhouid be utterly a- 
bandoned. | After the preaching of Luther, great Troubles and Perle- 
cutions followed tn many. parts of the World, and many Laws and 
Decrces were made againſt fuch as bore Teſtimony againſt he Ignorance 
and Errcr of thoſe times, whereby many good. Chriſtian men were 
cmelly handled'; and lamentable it is toread how many poor men were 
troubled both in Germany, France and Eng/arid ; ſome being Racked, 
ſome Exiled, ſome driven - to Caves in Woods, and ſome burnt to 
death ; with many other cruel Torments. It will be too large to men- 
tion every particular that ſuffered in thoſe dayes for Religion ; but 
ſome of the chiet are as followeth.

| In the year 1523. John Eſch and Henry Voes, two young men, for Hemy Voes 


owning the Doctrine of Zxther, were proceeded againſt as Hercticks, 
being Pamincd by the Popes Inquiſitors at Lovaine; the greateſt thing 
that they were accuſed of as error was, That men ought to truſt only in 
God, inaſmuch as men arc Lyars and deceitful in all their words and 
deeds : Being condemned, they were led to the place of Execution in 
Bruxels, they went joytfully,. ſaying, They dyed for the Glory of God, and 
the Dottrine of the Goſpel, as true Chriſtians, believing and following 
the Holy Church of the Son of God, ſaying alſo, That it was the day 
which they had long defired : Being come to the place of execution and 
ſtriped to their Shirts, they ſtood ſo a great ſpace, patiently and joy- 
fully enduring whatſoever was. done unto them; praiſing Ged and 
ſinging for joy 3 a Door ſtanding by, exhorted Henry to take heed {o 
fooliſhly to Glory himſelf ; ro whom he anſwered, God forbid thot 7 
ſkeuld Glory in any thing but only in the Craſs of our Lord Joe can

The next that ſuffered was Herry Stutuen, burned in the borders of 
Germany; when he was apprehended they fell upon him in agreat rage 
and fury, drawing him naked our of his bed, and bound his hands 
behind him : when he was brouglit to Hemmingfead they asked of him, 
what his intent was in coming to Diethmar, unto whom he gently de- 
clared the cauſe of his coming, which Was tO preach the Golpel, they 
all in a rage cryed out, away with him, away with him , for we will 
hear him talk no longer. Then he being marvelous weary and fainr 
required to be ſet on horſe-back, for his feet were all cut and hurce with 
the Ice, becauſe he was led all night bare-foet, bur they mocked him 
and ſaid he was an Heretick, and he ſhould go on foot; that nightthey 
had him to a mans Houſe called Ca/der, and there bound him in 
Chains in the Stocks, but the Maſtet of the Houſe being compaſſionate 
would not ſuffer the cruel deed long, Wherefore he was carried away 
to a Prieſts Houſe, and there ſhut up in a Cubbard, and by the rude 
people- mocked an {corned all night ;- in the Morning about Eight of 
the Clock they gathered together 1n the Market-place to conſult what 
they thould do,where the Ruſtical people, boiling indrink,cryed out burn 
him, burn him, to the fire witkj che Heretick ; then they bound him 
hands, feer and neck, and being brought 'ro the Fire, one of the Preſi- 
dents appeared to pals a ſentence upon him to be burnt and conſumed 
with fire ; Henry lifting up his hands, ſaid, Lord forgive them, for they 
know not what they do ; thy Naine, Oh Almighty God, is Holy, the 
Fire as often as it was kindled would not burn ; notwithſtanding they ſa- 
tified their minds upon him, ſtrikingand pricking him with their ſeyeral 
kinds of Weapons; the ſaid Henry ſtanding in his ſhirt, and when he be- 
gan to pray, one ſ{trook him on the face ſaying, thou ſhalt firt be burnt, 
and afterwards pray and prate as much as thou wilt; and thus this godly 
preacher finiſht his Martyrdom, which was in the year 1529. "Ibr 
Foln Clark of Melden in Fraxce, for ({ctcing up a paper upon the 
ple-Houſe door againſt the Popes Pardons, calling the Pope Anti- 
chriſt, for which he was whipt three ſeveral dayes, and markrt in the 
torehead, his mother ſeeing their cuelty towards her ſon, conſtantly 
and boldly encouraged her fon, bleſſing the Lord with a loud voice 
that he was worthy to ſuffer : after the execution of the forefaid pun- 
iſhmenr, the faid Fohn Clark removed to Mentz, and there followed 
his trade, being a Wooll-Comber, where underſtanding that the peo- 
ple of the City after an old accuſtomed manner Worſhipt certain blind 
Idols, the ſaid Fohn being inflamed with the zeal of againſt chem, 
went to the place where the Images were, and broke them all down in 
pieces; the next morning the Canons, Priefts, Monks, accompanied 
with the people according to their accuſtomed manner, went to their 
T4olatrous place of Worſhip, where they found all their blocks and 
ſocks broken to pieces upon the ground, which ſight fore ip” any 
| chem, 
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them, and ſearching out for che Author of the Fatt ; and Fohn Clark. 


being fuſpeted was apprehended, and upon cxaminarion confeſt 
he did ir, and fhewed them the cauſe wheretore. And being brought 
to Tryal, he dciended rhe pure Doctrine of the Son of God a- 
-gainſt rheir' Images and their falſe Worſhips, for which he was 
condemned ; 'being led to the place of Execution he there ſuſtain: 
ed extream- Torments, for firſt his right hand was cue off, then 
his noſe wich ſharp Pinchers was violently plucke from his face ; 
all which and much more he quietly and conſtantly cndured, 
ceſtifying ar the Fire againſt his Perſecurors, ſaying, their Images 
were Silver and Gold the work only of - mans hand. 


George Carpenter of Entering in Bavaria was burnt to death ; when George Carpen- 
he was led out of the Towet where he was priſoner before the #7 Martyred. 


Council, divers Friars and Monks followed him to inftruct and teach 
him, whom he willed to tatry at home, and not to follow him ; 
when he came before the Council they read his Offences, viz. That 
he did-not believe that a Prieſt could forgive a man his Sins, and' thar 
he did not believe that God was in the Bread: which the Prieſts hang 


over the Alter, and that the Element of Water in Baptiſm doth nor | 


pivc grace; being urged to revoke theſe his Opinions, and that then 
e ſhould be fer at Liberty, and go home to his Wite and Children, to 
which he anſwered, my Wife arid Children are ſo dearly . beloved 
unto me, thar they cannoc be bought from me for all che riches and 
polldfſions of rhe Duke of Bavaria, but for the Love of my Lord God 
IF can willingly forſake them ;- ar his Execution aa Schoolmaſter rc- 
peating- the Fords prayer, George Carpenter (aid as followcrh, Trulv, 
thou art our Father, and no other, this day T truſt to be with thee, Oh, 
my God, how little, is thy Nume hallowed in this World ;, for this cauſe, 
Oh Fall; am 1now heir that thy will might be fulfilled, and not mine, 
the only Living Bread Feſus, Chriſt ſhall be niy food; with a willing mind 
 do'T forgive atl' men, both ny Friends and Alverſaries ; Oh, my Lord, 
* withoir doubt ſhalt thou delrver me, for ujo2 thee only have IT laid all my 
hope, in thee alone do I truſt, in thee only is all my confdence ; T kiew 
that -T-muſf" ſuffer Perſecution if T did cleave unto Chriſt, who faid, where 
the” Heaft «, there the Treaſure alſo, and whatſoever thing a man doth 
fix' in his' Heart to'love above God, that he maketh his Idol ; and then be- 
ing caſt inco the Fire by the Hangman he joyfully yielded up his 
Spirit unto God. He | 

Weendal Mnta, a widdow of Holland, receiving the Truth of the 
Goſpel into her Heart, was apprehended and commited into che Caſtle 


of Ferden, and from thence ſhortly after was brought ro the Hague 'to Mut. 
tyal, where certain Monks were appointed to talk with her,to win hcr 
to recant, but ſhe conſtantly perſiſted in the Truth in which ſhe wasplan- 
ted; a Woman of her acquaintance coming to priſon to vilit her, ſaid 
to her, why doeſt not thou keep ſilence, and think ſecretly in thine 
Heart theſe things which thou belicyeft, that chou mayelt prolong hy 
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Perſecuted by the Papiſts after the time

life here> Oh, ( ſaid the Widow) jou know 7.0t what you ſay, it is writ- 
ten, With the heart we believe to Righteon ſneſs, with the tongue we confeſs 
to Salvation ; at her Execution ſhe commendcd her {elf into the hands of 
God, and after aferyent Prayer was burnt todeath. | 

About this time there ſuffered many more 1n Germany, for the wit- 
neſs of the Goſpel, viz. Fohn Piforius coming from Wittenberg, for ſpea- 
king againſt the Maſs, and Pardons, and againſt the ſubtle abuſes of the 
Prieſts, he was committed to Priſon with ten MalefaQtors, whom he 
did comfort, one of whom being halt naked, and in danger of cold, 
he gave his Gown ; his Father viſiting him in Priſon, did not diſwade 
him, but bad him be conſtant ; being condemned, and coming to the 
Stake, he gave his neck willingly to che band, wherewith he was firſt 
ſtrangled, and then burned, ſaying ar his death,.:0 death where « thy 
vittory. | - 

There uſing to be a great Meeting near Antwerp, where one uſed to 
preach to a great numberof people, which Charles the Emperour hear- 
ing of, gave leave to any that would, to take the uppermoſt Garment 
of all them that came -to hear, and offered thirty Guilders-to him that 
would take the Preacher; afterwards when the pcople were gather- 
ed, and their uſual Miniſter being not there, one Nichole of Antwerp 
ſtood up and preached to the people, wherefore being apprehended 
by a Butchers Seryant, was put in a Sack and drowned at the Crancat 
Antwerp, 1524. ROT 

And certain of the City of Lovain were {uſpeed of Zntheraniſm, the 
Emperours Procuratour came from Bruſſels thither to make Inquiſition, 
aſter which Inquiſition made, certain Bands of armed Men came and 
beſet their Houſes in the night, where many were taken in their beds, 
pluckt from their Wivesand Children,and ſent to divers Priſons, through 
the terror whereof many Citizens revolted from the Goſpel, a@recurn- 
cd again to Idolatry ; but twenty cight there were which remained con- 
ſtant in that Perſecution, unto whom the Doors and Inquiſitor of Lo- 


The terror of 2477 reſorted, diſputing with them, thinking either to confound them,

or convert them; bur ſo ſtrongly the Spirit of the Lord wrought with 
rhe Saints, that the Doors went rather confounded away themſelves :

of the Priſoners that would not abjure the DoCtrine of Luther were pur 
fo the Fire.

with him; ſhortly after the DoQors exatnining of him touching the 
Popes Sapremacy, Sacrifice of the Maſs, Purgatory, and ſuch Trumpe- 
ry, whereunto he an{wered plainly and boldly, confirming his Anſwers 
by the Scriptures ; when they ſaw hewould not be moved from his faith, 
then they condemned him to bebutntr; bur asa pretended fayour to him, 
he was only beheaded. | 


Giles Tilman of Bruſſels Cutkr, born of honeſt Parents, abouttheage Gjtes Titman 


of thirty years, he began to recaive the Light of the Goſpel, for which Mastyr. 


he was very zealous and fervent, he was in his nature very mild and 
pitiful, paſſing all other in thoſe parts, giving whatſocyer he had to 
ſpare, tothe poor, living only'upon his trade, he was perſccutcd by the 
Prieſt -of Brufſels, being taken ar Lovain ſptcading that Religion which 
the Pope called Herefie, his Adverſaties uſed great care to make him 
abjure, bur being a man of a ſingluar wit, and'conſtant in his Religion, 
chey went away many timcs with ſhame ; after he had been kept cight 
Monthsin Priſon, he was ſent to Brufels to be judged, where finding 
Pranciſews Enſenes, andothersof the ſame Religion in Priſon, he exhor-

Now follows the Perſecution of the Waldenſes in Angrogne, Lucerne, 

Pcrouſc and Predmontr, ;aud other places, from the year 1555 to 1561. 

T hough theſe peoplic -by Jong perſecution were driven from place 
to place, and in all places afflifheg, :yetthey were-not utterly deſtroy- 
ed, not would never yield: to the, ſuperſtitions of the Popiſh-Religion 
bur abſtained from their Idokatrys;-they had many Books of the New 
Teſtament tranſlated-into.their own Tanguage ; they lived in-great dfun- 
plicity, and with the {wear of their brows, they -were quiet and; peace- 
able amang their Neighbours abflainingfrom Qaths;-Games, Danc- 
ing and filrhy Songs. The {aid people as Angrogne having drawn. up 
a confcſſton of their Faith, ir was by learned men at; the..Bings Courr 
condemned as Herctical; -wherefore the. Kinp: required, them to. give 
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and to give their anſwer inthree days ; bur upon fome of the German 
Princes interceding with the French King on their behalf, defiring him 
ro ſhew ſome pity to theſe Churches ; they werenor moleſted for three 
years, only one of their Miniſters that trayclled from place to place 
was appichended, and ſuffered Manyrdom, to wit, Jeffery Varnigle. 
Bur the Pope envying this Liberty, obtained through the Moderation of 
the German Princes, who intreated on their behalf. "The Pope ſtirs up 
the Duke of Savoy againſt ticm (whoin his ow nnature wasrather inclined 
to Jet them live in quicrnefs) telling him, that he ought to baniſh the 
wal/denſes, tor that they were, a Rebellious Peojle againſt the Holy Mo- 
ther the Church, Thcic infligations cauled great perſecutions on thele 
poor people'; forſoon aftcr ſeveral/of them were burnt, many fled and 
their houſes wer ranſack*d, ſome were taken and cnt tothe Gallies; and 
Proclamation was pur out, That none ſtoull go to their 4ſſemblies.on pain 
of death: 1a the midſt of this {uffering they thought the beſt way ropur 
a flop,. was to fend ro the Duke a Declaration of their Religion, and 
wherefore they ſuffered, which they did, withall declaring, "That if by 
the Woud of God it could: be proved, that they were in Errour, they 
ſhould not be abſtinate, bur be: retormed, '&c. afrer this the Perlecu- 
tion ſeemed ſomewhat .to abate for' a time 3 but in the Month 


called Fure following, it was firſt propoſed tothem, To put away their 
Mmifters that were frangers : which they refuſing to do, it was then” 


commanded of them in rhe Dukes name, That they ſhould banifh from 
them all their Miniſters that 'were Strangers : And a New Proclamation 
was put out,. and Perſecution began afreſh, and-many of rhe ſaid pcople 
were ſlain, and many impriſoned and cruclly handled, the Monks being 
very ative 1n-this Perſecution, ' in one place cauſing two Women to 
carry Faggots 1o the Fire where their Miniſter was burnt, and to ſpeak 
theſe words to him, viz. Take this tho wicked Heretick in recompence of 
the naughty Dottrine thou haſt taught us. Towhom he faid, 4h! good 
Komen, I have taught you well, but you have learned ill. Great was the 
havack. and maine they made upon theſe poor peoples Eſtares and Be- 
dics in this.Perſecution ; and notlong after an Army was raiſed wo 
ſiroy the #azdoys, which they hearing, their” Miniſters met with the 
chiet:Rulers to adviſe whar in ſuch an extremity rhey 'were beſt rodo; 
upondue confiderationthey concluded not todetend rhemfelyes by force 
of Arms, bur-to flic tothe Mountains, and carry their goods wichthem 
athers of their Minifters hearing of the reſolution that they at Angrogne 
and Zycernve had made, thought it ſtrange thar they might not defend 
themſelves againſt their Enemies violence in ſo juſt a cauſe, knowing 
thax:ir-was the Popeand bis Miniſters who' were the cauſe of theſe Trou- 
bles; and feime ſtood:in their own defence, and:made'great flaughters 
upon:their Enemies at times; and when they purſued their Enemies 
they often retircd.:to avoid ſhedding bloud, meaning only to defend 
themfelves, and:held rheic Adverfaries ſo titcly to ir; that they were at 
laſt brought:ro:make'a Peace upon: Articles and Conditions ſo that the

Town, towhom he ſpoke Latin, the School-maſter perceiving that he 
was a Schollar, and a young man of excellent parts, obtained of the 
Magiſtrates thar.he might be ferar liberty, which he.enjoycd not long, 
being ſo puriucd by Sir Thomas: Moor Chancellor, who perſceured him 
-both by Sca and Land, promiſing great-reward to any that cold bring 


-news or tydines of him; ſoon after he was apprehended and committed 


to the Tower of London, -Where he had many conflifts with the Biſhops, 
but eſpecially in writing, with the Chanceilor, and afterwards was carri- 
ed ro Lambeth betore the Biſhop of Canterbury, and from- thence to 
Croyden, before the Bifhog of Finchefter, and laſt of all, he wasbrought 
before the Biſhops in a common Aſlzmbly at London, the whole marter 
of his Examination before thera -wascomprehended.in two ſpeeial Ar- 
ticles(thar is to ſay) of Purgatory, and-of theſubſtance of the Sacrament, 
to which he anſwered very fully and wiſely, and in great moderation 
and vprightneſs; but norea{on would* prevail againſt the force and cru- 
clry ofthis Adverſarics. Therwcnticth day-of the month called Fane,1533 
he was broughr-before ſeveral Biſhops at Panlr, who ſceing that by no 
means they could perſwade him to recant, the Biſhop of London condem- 
ned -;imto be burgt, and paſt ſentence againſt him to that effeR. F 
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About this time one ms Chapman, Andrew Hewit and John Tibauld, | 
being men Zealons tor chgjon and Picry, were _— and urn 
bythe Biſhop-of £ondor?'s Chancellor and others, were apprehended and Fehn Tibaule, 
carried to the Biſhops houle : Andrew Hewet was ſent to the Lollards Martyrs. 
Tower, and Chapman and Tibanuid kepr aſunder in the Biſhops houſe 
till che-next day that he came from Fulham, who then examined them, 
not liking their confeſſion, Chapman he committed to the ſtocks, wid 
this threat, that he ſhould cell another cale, orelſe heſhould fit rhereti 
his Heelsdropt from his Arſe: Tzibanld he ſhut up iti a cloſe Chamber, 
bur afterwardsdelivered him out of Priſon with this injunQion, Thathe 
fhould not come within ſeyen miles of his own houle :- Chapman after. 
five weeks impriſonment, three weeks whereof he ſar in the ſtocks, by 
ſuic made to the Chancellor on his behalf, after many threatnings was 
diſchargedour of prion; Andrew Hewet being brought before the Biſhops, 
and asked what he thought — the Sacrament, anſwered, even 
as Frith doth, at which the Biſhop ſmiled,. and one of them ſaid, Why 
Frithisan Heretick, and is condemned to be burnt, and except thou 
reyoke thy Opinion thou ſhalt be burnewith him: Truly, ſaid he, 1am 
contented therewith. Whereupon he. was ſent to the Priſon to Frith, 
and on the ſecond day: ofthe Monthcalled 7#7y he was catried to Smith-

' Thomas Bennet Schoolmaſter in Exeter, a man of a godly converſa- 74, Bennet 
tion, and a favourer of ſuch as ſuffered' for their zeal to the true Religi- Martyr.

Duringthe time of his Impriſonment the hate of the people through 
Ignorance was great againſt him, notwithſtanding they could never 
moye- his patience z during his impriſonment, his wife provided. Suſte- 
nance for him, when ſhe. lamented he comforted her, and gave her 
many good and godly exhortations, and deſired her not to:moye him

Abour-thistime the Houle of Commons aflembled in Parliament pur 
up a'Supplication by' way of Complaint to the King againſt the Clergy ;

mities of the:Clergy, eſpecially :of the corrupt Authority of the Sec of

Jour, he travelled into Germ.my, and there he firſt tranſlated the New 
Teſtamenr, and'then tlie Old, and writ ſeveral other Booksagainſt rhe 
Irreligious - praQtice. of the Prelates, which Books being publiſhed and 
ſent over into Eng/and, it cannot be ſpoken what a Door. of Light they 
opened rothe whole Engl:h Nation, who before were many years ſhuc 
upin darkneſs. | 

Bur chough the ſpreading of theſe Books wrought much good to the 
upright, and ſuch as had in any meaſure a. deſire to advance the Trurh, 
yecthecnvious and perlecuting Spirit ofthe Biſhops wasatlo nnich more 
ftirrcd up thereby, lecking by all means how to ftop them from being 
fpread, leſtcheir hypocrifte and works of darkneſs ſhould be ditcerned, 
| Wheretore they. made grear ſtir- and ſcarch,. as Herod did at the Birth of 
Chriſt, and fought out by what mcans chey might hinder the Travels 
of this Tindal, and of his Printing and Publiſhing the ſaid Books, and 
fet perſons to ſearch and examine ar Antwerp how things ſtood with

When the King had taken the title of Supremacy from the Biſhop 
of Rome, and Stated the ſame to himſelf, he perceived by the Wit- 
dom and advice of Thomas Cromwell, one of his Privy Councel, that 
the corrupt State of the Church had nced of Reformation in many 
tN1NIS. | | ' i L. 

T his Crowell was through the goodneſs of God railſcd up to be a friend 
and tayourcr of thoſe that profeſt the-Goſpel, who, though burta Smiths 
Son, born at Patrey, for the pregnancy ot his wit, he was firſt entertain- 
ed by Cardinal Woolſey, and by him imployed in many great Afairs ; 
the Cardinal falling, the King took him unto his lervice, and finding 
lis great abilities, advanced him for his worth to great places of Honour 
and Truſt, through whoſe periwaſions (cyeral Injun&ions were put our 
Ly che King for Reformaticn in Religion ; and he was the great In- 
ſtrument in overchrowing Abbies, Monaſterics and Friatics, which 
were a little before by AQt of Parliament given into the Kings hands : 
whereupon not only their houſes were raſed,. but their poſlceſhons were 
divided amongſtthe Nobility, infomauch that all Friars, Monks, Canons, 
Nuns, and other ſuch Sefs, were ſo rooted out of this Land from the 
foundation, that there ſeemed to be no room lefc for ſuch Weeds to 
grow hereany more. | 

But as this Thomas Cromwell was tailed up for good, . and being ſo great- 


by in favourwith the King, uſedall means he could ro perſwade him to 


retorm the enormities in the Church : on the other hand Satan raiſed up 
his Inftrument, which was Stephen Gardiner Biſhop of Finchefier, who 
uſ:d all wilds ſubtle mcans he could to perſwade the King againft the 
lame, caſting upon the Profeflorsof Truth the name of Hereticks, Sefta- 
rics, Anabaptiſts, and Sacramentaries, and fo far xrevailed with the 
King, that by the Kings Authority certain InjunCtions were publiſhed, 
prohibiting the publiſhing any Books in Engliſh, written by the SeCta- 
ries and Sacramentaries, under the pain of the forfciturc of all their 
Goods and Charrels, and their Bodies to be Impriſoned during the Kings 
pleaſure. And furrcher, this Stephen Gardiner inſtigated the King not 
only againſt the Queen ( who was a favourer of Religion aud Reforma- 
tion) but allo againſt this Thopras Lord Cromwell, who no donbt had 
brought the encreaſe of true Religion, according to his underſtanding, 
to more perfeftion, had not this Gardiner and 6. Tn raalignant Oppo- 
ſers thereof ſer themſelves againſt it to hinder the- proſperity rhereot : 
but row through the ſaid Gardiner's evil adyice, theKing, who before 
hadraiſed the fad 7 homa Cromwell for his worth and integrity, now for 
hispleaſure took him off; and ſuffered him to. be beheaded. After his 
death Religion and'theReformarion more and more decayed, whereby 
the Reader may {ec how variable the ſtate of things ſtood in reference

And ow the King being led through Gardiners ſuggeſtions, began 
to withdraw ſhewing any favour tothe Reformation in Religion, can- 
cluding ſo'to do was molt for his ſafety, both at homie and abroad, haz 
ving ſo much diſpleaſed the Pope and other Popiſh Princes in what he 
had already done ; ; and chough. he hadtejefted the Popes Autharuy, 
he would declare himſclt nevertheleſs to be a good Catholick Son of 
the Mother Chucch, and a, withſtander of ne Hlerefen: and then cal- 
ling a new Parliament, and Conyocation of, Prelates, there was Six 
Articles decreed concerningReligion, which was afterwards commonly 
called 4 whip with ſix Strings, it was Pretended for the: Unity of the 
Church, bur what Uaity followed, the groaning hearts of many that 
ſuffered death'by the ſame, - both in this Kings time, and in Queen Ma- 
ries time, may declare.

Arne Askew being appreliended for her Religion, and examincd before 


one Chriſtopher Dare an Inquiſitor, who asked her, If ſhe did not believe 
the Sacrament of the Altar to be the real Body of Chrift : to this queſtion 
the retuſed to an{wer : Then he told her, that ſhe was accuſed for reading, 
that God dwelt not in Temples made with hands : Thercupon ſhe fhewe(l 
him the 7th and 17th Chaptcrs of the 4#s for it : Then he asked her 
how ſhe underſtood thoſe "Texts, the anſwered, That ſhe would not caſt 
Pearls before Swine : then hc charged her for ſaying, That ſhe had rather 
read five lines in-her Biblethan hear a Maſs ; ſhe ſaid the reaſon was, Bc- 
cauſe one did greatly edifice her, and the other did not: and after other 
queſtions askt her, he had her before the Mayor of London; the Mayor 
aftcr ſome diſcourle with her, ordered her to be had to Priſon; ſhe aske 
if Sureties would not ſeryeturn ; he ſaid, He would take none, bur aſter 
ſome time ſhe was releaſed from rhat impriſonment ; bur not long after 
was apprehended again and carried betore the King's Council, whete 
the Chancellor askt her, her opinion about the Sacrament; the ſaid, 
That ſhe believed that ſo oft «4s ſhe received the bread in remembrance of 


 Chrifts death, ſte received therewith the fruits of his moſt glorious Paſſion. 


The Biſhop of Winchefer bid her anſwer dirctly : ſhe anſwered, 


' Ske would not fing the Lords Song in a frange Land. The Biſhop told 


her ſhe was a Parrot : To which ſhe replied, That ſhe was willing not 
only to receive rebukes from him, but whatſeever ſhould foll»w beſides, 
and that : gladiy. After much other debate, ſhe was impriſoned 


, untill the next day ; at which time they asked her again, What ſhe 


laid to the Sacrament: ſhe anſwered, That ſhe had ſaid what ſhe conld

coming into England again, Cardinal Woolſey entertained him in his (er. 
vice ; where, after ſomeyears remaining, he was preferred to be Solici- 
rot to the Cardinal, After the fall of Cardinal 3oo!ſey, he was by the 
Maſter of the Rolls preferred to the King.( who had thea to do againſt 
the Pope) as a firperton to be imployedby him, and being broughr ro 
ticKingat his Garden inWeftminfer, where he poſſeſſed the King that 
his Authority was abuſed by che Clergy, and by being ſworn to the Pope, 
they had run themſelves into-a-Premwmire, and that now the'King had 
an opportunity to enrich himſelf : To rhis the'King gave car, and liked 
well his advice, and admitted him into-his ſervice, and ſent him to the 
Convocation-houſe among{t the-Biſhops, where he made a Speech to 
this efte&t, That inaſmuch as they. had ſworn to the Pops, contrary 'to 
ter Fealty due tothe King, (they had fortcited all their Goods, Chat- 
tels, Lands, Poſſeſſons to theKing, &c. This amazed the Biſhops at brit, 
but after a liccle-pauſe, they began to ſhrink, and before they could be 
quit of the Premunire, by AC of Parliament ir coſt them tothe King 
no _ than One huadred cighteen thouſand cight hundred and forty 
pounds. : 

After this Cromwell grew gteatly in favour with the King, and was 
made one of his Privy Council, and Maſter of the Rolls, and aftcr- 
wards Knight of the Garter, and Earl of Efex ; and now bcing come in= 
to ſuch Authoricy, and ſceing the Superſtition, Blindneſs, Hypocri{12,

It woald be too long torecite whatben:fit this Cromwell by his prudence 
and z2a] wrought in a li:tle time for the publick good, what goo 1 Or- 
dershe eſtablithed, what WickedneBand Vicrs he kupprefſ:d, what Cor- 
ruptions he reformed, what Abuſes he brought to the light, and Popiſh 
Idolatry and Images he ſuppreſſed, Conecalled, The Rood of Grace) where- 
in a man ſtood incloſed with a bundred Wyers w thin-the Rood, ro make 
the Image goggle its eyes, nod its head, hang the lip,and movean: ſhake 
his jiaws, according to the value of the gift offered; it it werea {mall 
picce of Silver, then would he hang a frowning lip, it ir were 2 piece of 
G21d, then ſhould his jaws go merrily. Thus were-poor peoples Souls 
ſeduced, and their pockets pickt by theſe Idolatrous forers, unti-Crow:- 
veR cauſed the ſaid I-nag2 to be carried publickly ro Pay!s, Where the 
pcople tore it in pieces. | ; 

He was a-man not only zealous for the publick Reformation, but al- 
ſoalwaysrcady to help private my that were in diſtreſs; and though 
| ts 
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Per ſecuted by the Pepiſbs ofter the time 
is common amongit mien that are raifed from tow cflate to grcat place 
andomward ptcjcrment, to forger cghemiclves what they formerly were, 
andthe perſons from whom they received benefits: It was not fo with 
\hiw, fos in hi; T ravcls beyond Sea, being brought ro-a low condition, 
and being rclieved by a rich Merchanr in F/orence, and entereained in 
his houſe, when he was in great diſtreſs, and when he was minded ta. 
remurn to Englind, the Merchant gave him-a Horle, Money and Appa- 
zel, which Cromwed recerved With great thanktulnets. 

This Merchant not long after (through great lofles, fell to decay ; 
and having money owing him in Erg/ard, came over to {ce if hecould 
get it, and arriving at Lodon, not thinking of the kindnetshe had ſhew- 
cd to Cromwet/;, butas he wastraveilingthe Streees, Cromwell, as he was 
ridingalong efpicd him and knew kim, and alignted, and cook norice 
of him, and of his former kindnels, and invited him to Court, who: 
coming there, after he had dined with him, *he had the Merchant into: 
a private Room, and paid him fully for alt he had of him arFlorexce,and 
gave him ſ{uficiently ofcr as a recompence for his kindrels, and kept 
kim in his honotc ali the time of [iis remarning in Ergland. Fhis is but 
one example of many that might be mentioned to ſhew this Cromwe/!'s 
Gratirnde and Courcclte. 

His carcand 2zal for the ferling the Proteitant Religion was that which 
brought him.ro his end, for that, for the berrer cſtablifhing chereof, he 
deviied to cite a Marriage berween the: King and the Lady Arne of 
Cleeve, whoſe Siſter was married tothe Duke of Saxony, a Proteſtant 
Prince; by which Marriage, it was {uppoted there would'be cftablifhed 
a perpetual Peacc and Amity berween this Kingdom and the: Proreftany 
Princes of Germany, which would much ſtrengthen the Proteſtant party 
againſt the Tyranny and Opprefhon of the Pope and his Adherents: 
Bur preſently after the Marriage, Stephen Gardiner, who had ſoon after 
crept into favour with the King, ( as isbefore related) {uggefted to him 
ſome occaſions of diſtaſte againſt the Duke of Saxony, and ſome,appre- 
henſions of fear, by reaſon of thar O/rrm which he had pulled upon 
himſelf, by rejecting the Pope, and demoliſhing Abbies and Monaſte- 
ries, Wher:by (as he told him)- he had made the Pope, the Emperoor, 
the King of France, and the King of Scotland his enemies; bur eſpeci- 
ally his own Subjcas, who were much diftafted with che Innovations 
inReligion, and that the only way to heal all, was to ſhew himſelf 
fharp and fevere againſt the new SeCtarics. "Fhis occafioned the King 
w withdraw his ſayour from Cromwell; for being one day in the Coun- 


cil Chamber, he was fuddenly apprehended and committed to the 


Tower of London; at the hearing whereof many good men were 
much troubled; the charge laid againſt hymn was, That he'was a fup- 
porter of Hereticks, and a ſpreader of their Books, and that he had 
caulcd to be tranſlated into Engliſh .Books wrote againſt the Sacrament 
of the Altar, and that he had fpoke words againſt the King-;. but what- 
eycr he was accuſed cf, he was foon after condemned in the Fower, 


without 
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without coming. to his anſwer, aud was beheaded : hisdeath che King 
ſhortly after bewailed, wiſhing he had his Cromwe!/alive again ; ſothar 
it appears it was more the malice of his Adverſary, that ſtirred up the 
King againſt him, than any real cauſe by him given or ated that might 
juſtly occaſion his death. 


; In this year, vis. 1545. ;one John Athee was indifted by the Kings

Let us therefore ftrive to enter into our Mafter and Saviours Foy, by the ſame 
Strait Way which he hath taken before us; Death camot hurt us, for it « 
already defroved by him, for whoſe Sake we now ſuffer.

felf: Then Olifant put him up with his hand, thereupon he went glad- 
ly, ſaying, I will gotothe Altar of God, and defircd that he might have 
crime. to ſpeak'to the People, which his Exccutioner denyed, faying, 
That he had ſpoken overmach, and that. the Biſhops were offended that the 
matter wes ſo long continued, but ſome young men that ſtood by, dcfi- 
red him to ſpeak what he pleaſed; (o, after he hae prayed, he roſe up, 
and ſtanding upon the Coles, ſaid on this wile.

for Religion 3 after his Prayer he was hoiſted up on the Stake, and be- 
ing: in the Fire, he faid, Lord have Mercy on me; pray People while there 
is time, and ſo he conftantly departed. 


The Perſecution in the Reign of Edward the ſixth: 


Henry the Eighth being dead, Edward the Sixth fucceeded him ar the 
Age ofnine years; He was a Youth of a meek Nature and Diſpoſition, 
much inclined ro Clemency and Mercy, yeay fo much, that when one 
Foan Butcher being condemned to be burnt for Herefie, all the Council 
could not moye him to fer his hand, ſaying to Crarmer, What, will you 
ſend her no the Devil in her Error * Door Cranmer perſwaded him, 
with much ado, ar laſt ro put his hand, to whom he ſaid, He wou!d ly 
all the charge thereof npcn Cranmer, as before the Lord. 

Bur though this King was of ſo mild a Nature, aud a Perſon incli- 
ning to love Religion from a Child, being very Zcalous for a further 
Reformation in the Church, aboliſhing the Maſs, &c: and a ProteQor 
being appointed during his Nonage, which: was his ULacle ' the Duke 
of Somerſet, a man alſo very Zealous for Reformation, and an Encou- 
rager of fuch asprofeſt the Goſpel ; but in the midit of theſe meck and 
gentle times, on the other hand, The =—_ party having a great power 
in the Kingdom, uſed all the Means and Endeayours to ſtir up Perſecu- 
tion, and to hinder that good they found the King and his Uncle in- 
clinable to, yet the moſt of this Kings Reign, which was but ſhort, the 
Sword was taken out of their hands, ſo that they had not power to 
ſhed much Blood all his Reign ;- yet ſome there were that ſuffered for 
Religion, viz. Joan of - an EnghſhWoman, and one George a Dutch- 
man, and one Thomes Dobb, who was apprehended for {peaking againſt 
the Idolatry of the Maſs, and committed to Priſon, where he dyed. 


The Cauſe of the Impriſenment of T homas Dobb, was as followeth. 


The faid Thomas Dobb being a Man fervent and zealous for Religion, 
and as It is recorded of him, a man fo innocent, thathe was like a Dove, 
' without any Gall or Bitterneſs, and more apt to receive Injury then 
do wrong to any one: It happened, that as he was paſling by Pals in 
London, felng the Prieſt at Maſs, being at the Elevation, as he pafied 
by, the young man filled with godly Zeal, pitying the Ignoranee and 
idolatry of the People in honouring that ſo deyoutly, which the Prieſt 
| lifted up, was not able to forbear, but opened his Mouth, and turning 


to the Pcople, exhorted them, teſtifying againſt their Idolatry, for 


which cauſe he was prefently apprehended by the Mayor, and: being 
accuſed by the Biſhop of Ones was committed to the. Counter in 
Breadfreet, where falling ſick he ſoon after dycd. 


In this Kings time there was alſo one John Hume, .a ſeryant. to one 
Lewnaxe 


of the Apoſtacy from the Teeth. 


Lewnax, accuſed by his Maſter, of denying the Sacrament of the Altar to 
be the rel Fleſh and Blvod of Chrift : And for ſaying,. That he woull ne- 
zer vail his Bonnet thereto, if he burnt therefore: And tor ſaying, That if 
le heard Maſs he ſhould be damned. For theſe things he was accnſed of 
his Maſter and Miſtreſs, and ſent up by them to the Biſhop of Canterbury, 
wich Leners, dcſiring that he might be ſeverely puniſhed for the ſame, 
bur no mention is made of his Execution, and ſo that may be paſt by, 
and return may be to give a ſhort account of the Reformation in this 
Kings time, and how far it extended. 

InjunCtions were {er our in his time, vzz. that Bibles in Engliſh ſhould 
be placed in ſome convenient place in the Church ( fo called ) that te 
People might read in them when they pleaſed, and rather be furthered 
to read them, then hingered by the Pricſts or Curates. 

And the Pricſts or Curates ſhould not at any time havnt Taverns.or 
Ale-houfes, neither ſpend their time idelv, in unlawful Games, but 
ſhould give rhemſclvesto read, and hear the Scriprures read, and cvery 
Beneficed Preacher to preach twice a year, and that all monuments of 
Idolatry in Churches (fo called) and Houſes, and Windows ſhould be 
taken away, and that Hemilics ſhould be read every Sunday. 

He took away and abrogated all Afts madeby former Kings for re- 
formation cf Hereticks and-Loftards, and the AQ of the ſme Articles, and 
all Afts publiſhed prohibicing the ſpreading the Scriptures in Eng/iſt, = 

He alſo ſent out a Letter ro the Arch-biſhop, ſigned by the Council, 
to aboliſh Images, and thar the Altars ſhould be taken down, and a Ta- 
ble fer up inſtead thereof. | 

Though this may be accounted but a little Reformation to whart is 
ſince, -yer it ſo croubled the Popih Adverfaries, that they ſought all the 
wayes and meanes they could tro hinder its further Proceeding and 
growth, and would not be ſatisfied until they had found out a way to 
anſwer their wicked purpoſes. And now the old Adyerſary of all 
good put it in the Heads of the Popiſh Party, to charge the Duke of 
Somerſet, the Kings Uncle and ProteQtor of his Perſon, anq the Realm, 
as that he was the occaſion of all the Sedition that had happened in the 
Realm, &c. OS | 

And though he was in a high State, yer that could nor, nor did not 
preſerve him ; and, indeed' it is a vain thing for man to put Truſt or 
Confidence upor' the bri:tle Pillars of Worldly Profpericy, how high 
ſoever it ſeemerh, confidering that where vyertue is moſt perte&, it is 
there moſt envied by wicked men, as in the Example of this Duke 
appears. b_S | 

This Eward Seymonr Duke of Somerſet being ProteQor, had a Bro- 
ther who was high Admiral of England ; theſe two Brethren, fo long as 
they were knit and joyned together in: Love and Concord, preſcrved 
themſelves, the King and whole Common-V Vealrh, from the Vio- 
lence and Fear of Danger of all their Adyerfaries ; But the old Subril

'camecto paſsrhat not long after he himſelf was over-matched by his. Ad- 
verfaries, and overthrown by them, and being.caſt into the Tower, at 


laft Joſt his Headalfo, to.th great Lamentation ofmany good men, and 


fothe fallof one Brother, was the Ruine of the other z, For it was not 
long after the Admiral was beheaded, bur that InſurreCtions began in (e- 


ycral parts of the Kingdom; but after they 'were ſubdued, ſeveral of 
the Lcrds aſſembled at Baynards Caftle, and ar.the Mayor .of Londons 
Houle,. and had great Conſultations againſt the Proreftor; who was 


"then with the King at Hampron Court, which the King heating of, ſent 


the Secreraty to them with a Mecſlage, to which they.made no an{wer, 


and not Jong after .,publithed a Proclamation in the City againſt the 


ProteQor, charging him, with divers.Crimes, as that he ſhould be the

King and the Nobles,; and deſired the Ciry to aid them: .The King 


alſo ſent the Mayor and City a Leter,. requiring aid Ilikewite, This 
made the Maycr and Citizens in a Streight, ſome being for: helping the 


'King, and ſomc on the. other ſide, for helping the Lords, and againſt 


the Proteftor: The Recorder preſt the Citizenstoaſlilt the Lords againſt 


' the Proteftor, who, he ſaid, Had abuſed the King, and the whole Kealn, 


and preſt the Common-Council for an Anſwer, and that they would 
declare what they would do ; bur they were filent in the matter until 


. one George St4dlow ſtood up and told rhens,. It i good to conſider of things 


paſt, to avoid dangers in.things to come; and then rclated unto them, 
whar Inconvenience aud Damage bcfel the Citizens, in aſſiſting the. Ba- 
rons in their V Vars againft King Henry the Third. In Concluſion, the 
Lcris hearing what paſt in the City, afſembled in. the Star-Chamber 
next day, and ſent a Meſſenger tro the King to Findfor, who fo. or-

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him, and was at laſt cleared of the Treaſon laid to his charge, which 
the pcople underſtanding, were greatly rejoyced at; bur his adverſaries 
quickly tound our, anozher fnarc;. for. they charged him with Felony, 
tor intending and purpoling the death of the Earl of Northuntberlind, 
which was by them adjudged Feloayaccording roa. Law,whercin it was 
EnaCted, That zt ſhoald be Fel ny for any Subjett to ſeekor procure the death 
of any Privy-Conncetlor, and bemg condemned he was again conveycd 
to-che Tower, and ſhortly after from thence was had to the placeof Ex- 
ecutiong. Where ncither his Voice nor Countenance changed, but after 
his..ulual manner he ſpake ro the people ro.this effet. Dearly beloved 
Friends, 1 am brought hither to fuffer death, though I never offended the 
. King neither in word nor deed, and have been always as faithful and true to 
this Realm as any men hath been. And afccr other words, he ſaid, More- 
. over, Dearly beloved Friends, theres yet ſomewhat that Tmuſt put you in min1 
. of, «as touching Chriſtian Religion, which. ſo long as I was in Aathority, I al- 
wys diligently furthered to my power, neither do T repent me of my doings, 
but rejoyce therein, ſeeing the #ate of Ghridian Religion cometh nearer tothe 
Order of the Primitive Charch, which thing Tefteem as @ great benefit given 
#f God both unto you and me, moſt beartily exhorting you all, that thiswhich

not, without doubt greater miſchief and calamity will follow. - And atter 


other good exhortations tothe people,. he kneeled down, withour thew-

As touching, his Diſpoſition and Converſation. whilf alive, (as it-is 
written of him ) it could not b=\ufficiensly commended according to his 
worth, bcing a man of ſo mzek an.| gentle a nature, as israreto be found 
. i fo high an eſtate 3 he was always ready -to-give ear to the complaints 
of the Poor, and very attentive-unto the affairsot the Common-wealth z 


he was a man ignorant of allcrafr and deceir, and as void of pride and : 


ambition as he was from . doing injury, being indeed yoid of bochs he 
was of a gentle diſpoſition, more aptand ready tobe deceived than.to 
 deceive:' and laſt of all, hewas a man zcalous for the Religion and 
Fruth, fo far as ir appeared, and was broken forth-in that day ;; and in 
. all likelihood be had beena good inſtrument in the workot Reformarion, 
had not this difference between the Lords and him happened, which pur 
. a-period to his days, for ſo long as they agreed,; and thar there was con- 

cord among them, the rwo great perſecuting: Biſhops, inechefter and 


. Bonner, - were kept under, and their power :was bur little;-which after- |

William Gardner was bornat Brifolof honeft Parents, he was natural- 
ly given to Gravity; 'of 'a mean ftature of Body, but of a comely and 
' pleaſant countenance, but in no part fo excellent as in the inward qua- 
litics of the mind, which'from a Child he had kept without ſpor of re- 
 prehenſion ; being a Prentice with a Merchant in Brifo/, his Maſter (cnt 
him a Voyage into Spain, but by accident he Ship arrived at Lisbon in 
Portugal; where after he came aſhore, he was very ſtrict in 'kceping 
himſelf, Icſt: he ſtipuld be defiled with the Portzgatls Superſtition, whilſt 
he remained there, a great Marriage was to be lolemnized berween the 
Kingof Portugal's andthe King of Spain's Daughter ; the which amongſt 
other people he going to the publick place ro ſee, and there beholding the 
__ great Idolatry, the young man was ſore pricked and moved in 
his Conſcience againſt ir, but had'not an oppottuniry to'bear his Teſti- 
mony againſt it at that time, but left the placc 'and went _ witha 
great burchen upon him, and ſo it continued upon him, inlomuch thathe 
fought out ſccret and ſolirary places where he might call upon God with 
tears, and caſe his mind, bewailing himſelf for negleAing his duty in 
reſtifying againſt the Impicty and Superſtition of that people; concluding 
in his mind to take another opportunity to clear himlelf,. and to thar end 
he made up his accounts with all men, and then gave up himlelf conti- 
nual:y to Prayer and Meditation onthe Lord, taking lictle mcat by day, 
or ſlep by night. | - | ; 

And ſhortly after he went ona Sunday ( fo called) to thepublick place 
of Worſhip. again where the King was preſent, and a great Aſſembly of 
People,: getting as near to the high Altar as hecould, having a Teſta- 
ment tn Engliſh in his hand, in which he read* while che Maſs was cele- 
trated by the Cardinal, until the Cardinal took the Hoſt ia his hand, 
and then Wil:am being moved with Zeal, and not longer able to for- 
bear, he ſtept ſpeedily and ſnarched the Cake out of rhe Prieſts hand and 
rrod it under his Feet; and overthrew the Chalice: this made the' People 

allamazed,andto riſe in a'grear Tymulr,andone run him intothe ſhoul- 
der with his dagger, and immediatly they would have killed him, bur 
that'the King commanded he fhould be faved.

bound bchind him, and his feet under the Horſes belly, and ſo was car-

Scripttres were'not ſo much weighed as Voices numbred, the Papal ſide, 
as having moſt voices, carried ir, and thereupon wasthat Religion again 
reſtored, and the Maſs commanded again in all Churches ( {ocalled )ro 
be celebraced after the ancient manner. | | 

And ſhorcly after, Cardinal Poolan Engliſh man, that had fled to Rome 


for ſuccour in the. former time, was ſcnt for oyer again to England by

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the Queen; who was no. ſooner come, Þut the Attainger -upon Record 
againtt him, was by Act of Parhament raken off, -aud hereltored ; and 
a tew days'after, coming to the Parliament, before che Queen, andbork

- Atter which Speech, the Parliament going togerher, drew up a

were again revived by At of Parliartient for the trial of Hereſte ; and 
Commnfſions, and Inquifitors were ſentabroad mtoall parts ofrhe Reaim; 
whereupon many were apprehended and brought ro-Londor, andthere 
impriſoned, and afterwards moft of them burnt ro death, or elſe through 
cruel uſage dicd in Prifon, and were buried in Dunghills'in the Fields,

1ng, before day; the Kecper with others came. tro him, and ſearched 
him, and che bed where he lay, and then he was carried out by the 
Sheriffs of Londan, to a place appointed not far from Dwnftons Steepie- 
houtc in Fleetfireet, where fix of the Qneens Guard were appointed to 
1eccive him, and to carry him to G/cefter, there ro deliver him to rhe

Amongſt others that converſed with them, was Sir Anthony Kingfone, 


—Y>- Whoin timespaſt, ſeemed to be his real Friend, was then appointed by 


the 2ueens Letters, a Commitlioner to ſee the Execution; As ſoon as 

Kingfone was introduced into che Chamber, he found Hooper a praying, 

and when he ſaw him, he burſt cut into "Tearsz but Hooper at the firſt 

bluſh knew him not, ſo Kingftone ſaid, why my Lord, do you not kyow me 

an old Friend of jours, Anthony Kingſtone; Tes, ſaid Hooper, IT do 

know you, and amglad to [ee you in Health, and do praiſe God for the ſame. 

But I am ſorry, ſaid Kingſtone, to ſee you in ſuch a Caſe, for Tunderfland 

you'come here to dye. Now, Conſider that Life is {weet, but Death is 
bitter, therefore ſince Life may be had, deſire to live, for Life hereafter 

may do good.

-ed With tt e'r hands tor their maintenance but ſhortly afrer he cerurned

William Seaman was an Husbandman, of the age of twenty fix years, 
dwelling in Mend/efham in the County ot Suffok; he was perſecuted by 
one Sr. fohn Terri, who {carched his houle tor him by night, bur -mit- 
{ing of him, he ſct his Servants to ſearch tor him, and when chey had 
apprehended him, brought him'before thew Maſter, who asked him, 
why he would not go to Maſs; and receive the Sacrament ; Seem.m re- 

plycd, becauſe it was an {dol he would not reccive it; wherefore Terri? 
ſent him to Hopten-Biſhop of Norwich, to deal wich him, who aftcr he 
- had examined him, ſoon paſſed his bloody ſentence of death againſt 
him ; This Seaman, when he died, left behind him a Wite, and three 
young Children, which her Husband being taken away, one would 
have thought ſhould have moved thoſe pretended Chriſtians ro ſome 
pity cowards her, bur inſtead-of ſhewing-piry, they pericctred her one

long-time, and there remained, travelling from one place ro anorher,

not, do with me what you'pleaſe: The Mother was net yt dead wi! 
theſe mercileſs wretches threw in the Daughtcr alſo, and fo they yiekt- 
ed up their Souls to-etner as Witneſles againſt rhe Papiils crucley ; the 
\ Infant wastaken up by a Souldicr, who having kepr it a day anda night 
' laid itinaStceple-houſe porch, whence being raken andgiven to a Nurte 
to keep, it would neyer take the Breſt after, but withinrwo davs icoie.l. .

I Am now come to the Reignof Queen Elizabeth, in whoſe firft year the 
Parliament reſtored the firſt fruits and tenths to the Crewn, and the 


the envious name of Purisans,who preached nothing more then Evangelical 
Parity, crying down the Ecclefiaſtical Form of Government, a thing polut- 
ed with Reman Dregs, ſetting out Beoks in Print tothe ſame effec, refu- 
fingto goto the publick Worſhip, as it was then nſed; whereupon many 
endeavours were uſed to ſuppreſs them, and the Law was commanded to 
be put in Execution which required Uniformity, and the Books wrote by 
the Puritans tobe delivered into the Biſheps hand on pain of Impriſen- 
ment ; by theſe courſes of perſecution and force they were kept down for 
a time, the Archbiſhop of Cnterburyufing his utmoſt endeavours to ſettle 
an uniformity in Eccleſiaſtical Diſcipline according to the Laws, which he 
faw lay gaſping, if the Purirans excreafed, and thereupon provided Articles 
ſor all Miniſters te ſubſcribe,but he found great oppoſition or diſturbance in 
this his Deſign, both at home & abroad,for one R obere Brown a young man 
of Cambridge, from whem a People called Brown:ffs took their name, and 
one Rich, Harriſon a Scool maſter, theſe ſet forth Books in Zealand, and 
diſperſed them over England; condemning the Church of Exglend. for no 
Church; theſe books were by Authority prohibited, and ſeveral of the 
chief of theſe Brownsſts were exccuted as Bury in Suffolk, as the Reader

I find that in the year 1604. in this Kings Reign, four Perſons were 
binifhed the Land of Erzland, after they had ſuffered three Moneths Im- 
priſoniment, for no other cauſe but ſeperating themſe)ves from the Church 
of England, refuling to Communicate, joyn or pertake with the ſame in 
their puplick Miniſtry and Worſhip, reputing many corruptions to be till 
remaining amongſt them, wich were derived from Fopery. 

And thus, I have given an Account of ſuch as ſuffercd, for Religion in 
thoſe times ; and now to conclude, I have this fuither to w:ite, by whar 
I have obſerved upon Hiſtories in ſeveral Ages, viz. That while any Pco- 
ple were under Suffering and Oppreſ.en for their Conſciences, endeavou- 
ring to ſerve and worſhip God in that Way they believed tobe moſt agree- 
able to the Scriptures of Truth than the publick Way eſtabiiſhed in the 
Kingdom : whilit they travelled under this Bondage and Suffering 
they were low in their Minds, and the Lord had aregard unto them ; for 
their Hearts were tender, and the Lord appeared for them ; and now, when 
the Lord had tryed this People, and at laft put power into their hands,and 
raiſed them as i3 were from a low eſtate, they ſoon forgor his kind Dealings 
with'them ; as for Example, the [ndcpendent; and Presbyrerians, ſome of 
whom TI have ſeen, near forty years fince, dragged out of their Meetinzs 
in private Houſes, and their Clothes tore, and their Faces covered ( as it 
w.re) with Dirt, and their Blood ſpilt ; and in this Suffering Condition 
they made many Covenants and Vows to the Lord ; but this very People 
afterwards coming into Places of Authority, and killing end taking poſ- 


. ſeſſion, got themſelves into the Righ Places of the Earth, and ſoon torgot 


their time of Decp Sufterings ; and being exalted into Government, they 
trod inthe ſame ſteps thoſe had trodden that were iheir great Perſecutors, 
and then they turn'd as ciggid Perſecutors, if not worſe than thoſe they had 
tuined out, as witneſs the Innocent Bloed they fhed both in Olid England 
and New, wheſe Cruelty (under the Viſor of a metre righteons Cloak) is 
too large kere toinſert, but will be matter ſufficieat for anether Velumn,

Feſephs Brethren were puniſhed by Famine and Diſtreſs, who'per- 
ſecuted their righteous Brother Foſeph, in_that they hated him, and 
ſold him for twenty pieces of Sfiver tothe Thmaelites,as is confeſt and ac- 
knowledged by themitlves to bÞ juſtly come upon them for that thing ; 
IFe are very guilty, fay they one tothe other, concerning our Brother, in 
that we ſaw the anguiſh of hes Soul, when he beſought us, and we would nct 
hear ; therefore 3s this Diſtreſs come upon us, and Ruben anfwered them, 
ſaving, Spake I not unto you, ſaying, Do net [in againſt the Child, and ye 
2wbuld not hear ; © therefore, belwl# alſo:habloo #4 requized. Gen. 37. 4. 23, 

King Pharach and the Agyptians, the great Perſecutors of the 
Children of Trae/, whokept them long in Captivity in«£gypr the Houſe 
of Bondage, who by all the Wiſdom they had ſtudied how ' to Vex 
and Torment them by 'Task-Maſters, to aitiict them-by Burthens, and 
make them ferve with Rigour, and thereby made their Lives moft 
bitter unto them with hard Bondage in Mortar and Brick, to be made 
without Straw, - and yet exaCting upon them the fult tail of Ericks, as 
when they had Straw ; and beafing of them, if they did not fulfil} the 
the number of their wonted daily 'Task; and lattly by commanding all 
their Male-Children to be flain and killed, and would not let them go 

to do Sacrifice unto the Lord their God ; but for all this they did not 
£9 unpumſhed, but the Lord moſt juſtly, and moſt ſeverely puniſhed 
them for all their Cruelty and Wicked Perſecution : For Firſt, their 
Water was all turned into Blood, infomnch that their Fiſh died, and 
they themſelves could not drink of it z Secondly, They were plagued 
with Frogs in their Houits and in their Chambers, in their Beds, in 
their Ovens, and in their kneeding-troughs, -and upon himſelf and his 
People. Thirdly, "Their Duſt was turned into Lice, and they were 
upon Man and Beaſt, and in their Houſes, and they covered the 
Ground. Fourthly, They were plagued with fwarms of Flies in like 
manner. Fifthly, With the Murrain among their Beafts. Sixtbly, 
With Blaines and Poyles upon man and Beaft. © Seventhly, With 
grievous Hail mingled with Fire, killing men and' Beaft, that it fell 
upon, and every Herb of the Field throughout the Land, and every 
Tree. Eighthly, With grievous Locufts, which-wentover all the'E.and 
eovering the Face of the whole. Earth, fo that the Land was Darkned, 
and they did eat every Herb of the Land, and all the Fruit of the 
Trees which the Hail had left. Nimhbly, With thick DarknefS over 
all the Land; even darkneſs that may be ielt, for three dayes together, 
fo that they ſaw not one the other, neither roſeary from-his place for 
three dayes ; but the Children. of Jae] had light i their dwellings: all 
the while.

that he might kill Chrift 'in the Cradle, ſent and flew all the 


Children of Bethlem from two years old and under, who afterwards, 
as Hiſtory relates, being given up of God to wickedneſs, flew his own 
Wife, and Children, and neareſt Kinfolks, and familiar Friends ; but 
it was not long but the remarkable Judgment of God met with him, 
for he was ſmitten of God with a grievous ſickneſs, viz. a Fire was 
kindled in his inward parts, a rottingin his Bowels, a grievous flux in 
his Fundament,a moitt Funning humor ih his Feet,and-thelike about his 
Bladder,and his privy Members ingendring abundance of Worms, which 
continually ſwarmed out;he had alfo throughout all the parts of bis Bo- 
dy ſucha violent Cramp as humane itrength was notable toendure,who 
ſecking to end his days by laying violent hands upon himſelf, was pre- 
vented by his Friends, and ſo at length in extream miſery, he ended:

That wicked Herod the leſs, Murtherer of Fob the Baptiſt and'con-

caſualty of one little ſmall {parkle. of Fire was burnt , with his goods, 
and all his Family. "The Second was taken with a great fickneſs, 
from the top to the toe, and devoured with the ſame. The Third 
hearing and ſeeing the puniſhment of the other, confeſſed his fault, 
but through great Repentance poured out ſuch tears that heloſt both 
his Eyes, and thus was their falſe perjury puaifhed, and Narciſſze, 
after long abſence returned home again, was by this means both 
cleared of the Fact, and received into his Biſhoprick again, A#s and 
Mon.

CHAP. IV. 
The Juſt Judgment of God upon Perſecutors in Queen Mary's Reign. 


Fter the death of Queen Mary, the bloody work ceaſed, al- 
. though a ſtop there was before her Death in Lewdon, in tome 
meaſure; for as Reger Holland had declared to Bower, that the 1 .crd 
would ſhorten their hands of cruelty ; and as he foretobl, there was 
not ene burnt in Smithfield for Religion after him ; 3for though the 
vehement zeal of this —_ was fuch, for the ſetting up of Popery in 
Exgland; as if ſhe intended to eſtabliſh it for ever ; yet the ſecret hand 
of Providence had a regard to his ſuffering Seed, and put a period to 
her cruelty, and it is an evident token that the Religion the endeavour- 
ed to ſettle did not pleaſe God, althoughit pleaſed her, ſince we ſee 
the bad effects it brought forth ; for had it been as godly as-it was 
bloody, no doubt the ſucceſs would have been better, and the ftrict 
Hand of Gods Judgments would not have been executed upon the 
bloody Perſecutiors of ſuch as difſented, as evidently appears they 
were by the many Examples of divine Juſtice, ſhewed -from time to 
time, and the unproſperous ſucceſs of this Queen in all her affairs, area 
full alJurance the Lord diſliked . her effuſſion of ſo much blood in the 
matter of Religion; neither in all her undertaking had ſhe any good - 
fucce(s; for though ſhe endeavoured to reſtore againfthe Monks, and - 
Nuns, Abbeys, Fryars, &c. which were. partly diiſolyed in her Fa- 
thers time, yet ſhe was fruſtrated in her deſigns, and how unproſfpþe- 
'rous ſhe was in her State atfairs may be read at large in the Chronicle ; 
for ſhe loſt Callice which had been won by the valour. of Edword the 
Third, and marrying- with Philip of Spain a Papi#, by -him-ſhe had 
no Iſſue, and though ſhe promiſed to. her ſelf great felicity-in him, 
but it proved otherwiſe ; for he withdrew firft his afteCtion from her, 
and at. laſt his-company alſo ; and thus the Almighty ordered things.6: 
tut na Admonitions would take place with her, - to cauſe her to revoke 
her bloody Laws, rfor to ſtop the Tyranny of theſe bloody Prieſts and 
Bifhops, but the Scrvartts of God were drawn by - heaps as--Sheep to . 
the Slaughter , and ſo it continued till by death ſhe was taken away, 
 aficy ſhe had reigned Five Years and Five Moneths. |
